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ARNOLD’S TRIAL. 
The D efendant Tells H is Story on the 
W ituess-Stam l. 
San Francisco, May 16:h.—The tnal of 
D. K. A rn o ld lor the killing of S. W. Gar­ 
n ess w as resu m ed to-day. Arnold took 
the w itn ess sian d , and continued his story 
as fo llo w s: 
‘T went tc Colusa on the 14th of Novem­ 
ber. The health of .Mrs. Arnold was very 
deiica’e. F.emained in Colusa until the 
10th. While there I received a circular ad­ 
dressed to me and one addressed to my 
wife. 
(Envelope exhibited.) This was 
the envelope I received November 8th. 
This , paper exhibited) was inclosed in the 
envelops. I marked it with my initials." 
The circular was ollered in evidence but 
the prosecution objected. 
The defense, in response to a question of 
the Court, said that it was claimed that the 
defendant became insane by reason of this 
and other circulars. 
The circular was admitted in evidence 
and read. Ii was dated Colusa, October 22, 
l -'S. aud was the same as that read yester­ 
day afternoon, making scandalous charges 
against Mrs. Arnold and Mrs. Hart. 
Another envelope was handed to witness, 
who said: ' This is the one addressed to 
my wife in ibis city and forwarded to her 
in Colusa " 
The envelope contained a circular the 
same as the one read. 
Witness then continued: 
“After the 
item had been published in the Examiner 
stating that such circulars had been dis­ 
tributed in Coiusa, 1 made inquiry as to 
the facts. Was told that no such circulars 
had been distributed there. 
Have not 
learned that these type-written circulars 
had ever been distributed, except those 
sent to me and my wife. After leaving our 
boms on Golden Gate avenue I directed 
that our mail should be sent to Colma. 
Mr. Heed told me on the 8th that he had 
received a circular, and denounced it as in­ 
famous. Mr. Porter, Dr. Belton, Colonel 
Hager and others said they had received 
copies of the same circular. W hen Colonel 
Hager saw the circular he threw it into 
the tire. Learned that quite a number of 
the circulars had been received in Colusa. 
Returned to S?.n Francisco a day or two 
after receiving the circular addressed to my 
wife. Told her of it. It made her sick, 
and she went to bed. Went to Coinsa 
afterward to get our home ready. Mrs. 
Arnold followed, and we occupied the 
house. On the afternoon of the 31st of 
December, 1888, my wife received another 
circular. When she received it we had 
company at the house." 
The circular was offered in evidence, and 
the objection of the prosecution argued and 
overruled. 
The circular dated December 15, 1888, 
was read, to the effect that the former cir­ 
cular was in main correct, and that the 
authors of that circular could be ascer­ 
tained by Mr. Arnold, if he chose to inves­ 
tigate It was signed “Justice." 
A similar paper received by Mrs. Baine 
was put in evidence. 
Witness continued—-Mrs. Porter told me 
that she received a similar document. As­ 
certained that several of them had been 
distributed in the town. Made efforts to 
ascertain the author of these circulars. 
Sent ex-Sheriff Field to Sacramento No­ 
vember 9:h to make inquiries. Talked 
with Mr. Green about it. He said he sus­ 
pected Garness as being the author. He 
said it would be a good idea for me to go 
down and see the Examiner people and as­ 
certain who furnished the information 
published November 1st. I went to see 
Mr. Selkirk at the Harbor Commissioners' 
office. He said he would go to the Exami­ 
ner office. He went there, I know, as he 
saw and talked with Cosgrove, a reporter 
of the paper. Afterward he told me that 
be had not been able to ascertain anything. 
Counsel—Did you have any conversation 
with S. W. Garness after you received the 
circulars in November? 
Wituess—I did. I had learned that he 
was about to sue Mr. Green for stating that 
he had something to do with the circu­ 
lars. Came here to prevent the scandal 
coming into the Courts. Told Garness mv 
errand at once. He said old W. S. Green 
had sent down to the Examiner office try­ 
ing to get them to publish the circular. 
He also went to Captain Lees and then 
be sent for me. I sent back word. “Go to 
." He said Will Hart and Eugene 
Hall owed him money and be had a pull 
on them, and il anything went on in the 
E. 
nrr office they would tell him. 
' I saw Garness in January, and he said 
Green told him that I knew who was send­ 
ing out the circulars, and that I would do 
nothing about it. Garness kept talking 
about digging up who furnished the Infor­ 
mation to the Examiner. Met Green sub­ 
sequently aud repeated to him what Gar­ 
ness said about him. He denied ever say­ 
ing anything of the kind. I went to the 
State Fair in Sacramento, where I me*. 
Samuel Houghton on the street. He told 
me that another circular had been distrib­ 
uted in Colusa which was more outrageous 
than tne former ones. He advised me not 
to worry myself, that it had made me friends 
in Colusa, aud that the people there were 
setting tired of such matters. Went to Co­ 
lusa next morning. On the train met H. H. 
Thornton. Postmaster of Colusa. He said 
the Postoffice authorities were going to 
look into the matter of the distribution of 
these circulars through the mails. He said 
the Postoffice would be watched to find out 
who was d:s ributing them. At Colusa 1 
found these circulars had been distributed 
th rough the Postoffice to the number of 
thirty or forty." 
A circular dated September 14, 18j9, was 
read repeating the charges against Mrs. 
Arnold and Mrs. Hart contained in the 
former circulars, and charging D. H. 
Arnold with indifference to them, beside 
using coin to shield his wife against the 
publicity of her criminal acts. It also ac­ 
cuses Arnold with being false to his mar­ 
riage vow and buying silence of those 
awt >- of his crininal acts. It also charged 
Mrs Arnold with drunkenness aud keep­ 
ing untimely company with drummers and 
a yi :r.g lawyer. Other charges were made 
in too plaia terms to admit of republica- 
tiotr in a respectable newspaper. The cir­ 
cular set forth that the object ol the circu­ 
lar was not blackmail, but in the interest oí 
justice It was signed “Committee." 
During the reading of the circular the 
defendant was deeply affected, burying his 
hands in bis face and frequently wiping 
his eyes. 
A number of envelopes containing circu­ 
lars addressed to residents of Coinsa were 
recognized by the witness and offered in 
evidence. 
The prosecution objected.but Mr. Delmas 
said he would prove that the addresses on 
the envelopes are the handwriting of Gar- 
ues- 
Judge Murphy thought that proof should 
be made first. 
Introduction of the envelopes waived for 
the present. 
The witness said that in his investiga­ 
tion a» to the authorship of the circulars. 
Superior Judge Bridgfotd of Colusa showed 
him an envelope exhibiting it) which con­ 
tained a copy of the circular. The witness 
identified similar envelopes addressed to 
Colonel Hager. Auditor J. W. Porter, At­ 
torney W. F. Goad, County Clerk A. G. 
Sewell, Druggist Walter U. Hall. Searcher 
J. B. de Joman, Sheriff W . B. Berrili, Mrs. 


J. W. Hoge, E. D. Train and Attorney J. 
D. Harrington. The witness said that each 
of these recipient condemned the circulars. 
Counsel—What was the effect upon your 
mind cf the circular of September 15tb. 
wherein your children were stamped as 
bastards and your wife an immoral woman? 
Arnold—I can hardly describe how I 
felt. I could not sleep nor eat nor attend 
to business. I forced food down, but could 
not swallow it. 
Mr. Delmas offered in evidence a written 
testimonial to Mr. and Mrs. Arnold, numer­ 
ously signed by citizens of Colusa, dated 
October 1, 1SS9, which the Court ruled to 
be inadmissible. 
Recess until 2 p. m. 
After recess Arnold continued : “ I re­ 
ceived the September circular inclosed in a 
letter written upon a letter-head of the E x­ 
aminer. The letter was signed ‘J. M. 
Ward, City Editor,’ stating that the in­ 
closed circular was received from Garness. 
This was early in October, 1SS9. A week 
or two afterward I met Garness on the 
the street In Colusa. We shook hands, 
and I thanked him for having Ward send 
the circular to me. Told him I wanted to 
have some conversation with him. Went 
with him to my room. He said he thought 
Jo. Steiner had something to do with the 
circulars. Steiner had been a merchant in 
Colusa. He said Steiner had his printing 
done at the same office his (Garness) lodge 
had its printing done. He said he went 
into the Examiner office and saw the circu­ 
lar lying on a table. He said he told Ward 
that you were nice people, and to have 
nothing to do with the circular. Subse­ 
quently I received a marked copy of the 
San Francisco Evening Puit of November 
15, 1SS9. It was marked with blue pencil. 
Garness afterward told me he had sent 
the paper to me. I came to San Francisco 
to see about the printing of the cir­ 
culars. In December I had a conver­ 
sation with J. W. Porter of Colusa about 
the circulars. He said, 'I would just as 
leave think Garness had something to do 
with this.’ I was in a hotel in San Fran­ 
cisco ip a room of a friend when Garness 
came in dressed only in underclothing. 
Porter said : ’Garness had something to 
do with this.’ I secured writing of Gar 
ness, with a view of making a comparison. 
Received a press copv of a letter purporting 
to be written by Garness from Porter! 
Brought the letter to this city. Showed it 
to Mr. Bennett, United States Postoffice In­ 
spector. and expert Hyde. Did this to find 
out who sent the circulars. Had had fre­ 
quent interviews with Bennett about the 
matter.- Witness identified the press letter 
sheet given to him by Porter. 
The prosecution objected to the intro­ 
duction of the sheets in evidence. 
Mr. Delmas said that the signature pur­ 
ported to be that of Garness. 
Objection overruled, and the paper al­ 
lowed to come in for the purpose of com­ 
parison. 
Witness — Submitted to Eennett and 
Hyde envelopes which contained the Sep­ 
tember circulars, for the purpose cf making 
comparisons with the signature to the 
press sheets. These were the envelopes 
exhibited to me this morning. 
"W hat opinion did Mr. Bennett express 
to yotl as to the similarity of the hand­ 
writing after he made a comparison?'1 
The prosecution objected to the question, 
and the objection was sustained. 
Witness—Mr. Hyde had been recom­ 
mended to me as the best expert in hand­ 
writing. 
“Did Mr. Hyde express to you any opin­ 
ion as to the handwritings—that they were 
written by the same person ?" 
Objection sustained. 
"D,d you form an opinion as to the 
identity of the author?” 
Witness—I did. I came to the conclu­ 
sion that Garness addressed the envelopes 
and signed the press sheets. The same day 
I conversed with Garness. I was talking at 
the Occidental. Heard my name called, 
Arnold: looked around, when Garness 
stepped up and introduced Mr. Watd to 
tne. This was on January 16th last. In 
November iast Garness said that Jo Ward 
had toid him that four girls from Snell's 
Seminary had got out of the window at 
night and staid all night at the Grand 
Hotel in this city with four young men. 


Eero!ied. That the General Manager of the 
State Board of Trade be authorized on its behalf 
to secure a place of meeting for such convention, 
aud to make all other necessary arrangements 
for the comfort and convenience of the dele­ 
gates and in promotion of the deliberations of 
the body.

W ORLDS FAIR. 
The Subject to be Discussed by the State 
Board of Trade. 
San Francisco, May 16th.—At the ses­ 
sion of the State Board of Trade next 
Tuesday W. H. Mills will introduce the 
following for adoption: 
Af.er having had under consideration the 
general subject ot a California exhibit at the 
world's Columbian Exhibition, to be held at 
Chicago during the summer of 1893, the Stale 
Board of Trade declares as follows: 
First—We look upon the World's Fair, to be 
held at Chicago, as an opportunity which mav 
not occur again within a century of time for 
briugmg to the attention of the world the re­ 
sources of California, its desirability as a place 
of residence, aud generally the advancement of 
its material and social interests. 
Second—This organization deems the present 
an opportune time to begin those processes of 
education which will eventuate in a proper ex­ 
hibition of the industrial resources and scenic 
grandeur ot this State. 
Third—The State Board of Trade will heartily

co-operate with ail other commercial and in­ 
dustrial organizations fci this State to secure au 
adequate representation of California before 
the world in the way of an exhibition, which 
snail fully iliustrate its industrial, commercial, 
educational aud social status and progress, ami 
the vast aud varied capabilities of its climate, 
its soil and its mines. 
Fourth—We express the unqualified opinion 
that the expeuses of an adequate exhibition 
should be borne by the Treasury of the state, 
aud that au appropriation fcr this object should 
be made of not less than 8250,000.

When at Fort Point this 
morning, about 10 o'clock, he. as usual, 
alighted and walked along the breakwater, 
teliing the coachman to drive on ahead. 
The driver did as he was bid, but after a 
considerable time be began to wonder 
what had become of Mr. Bull, who seemed

The coachman then 
notified the son of the deceased, Alpheus 
Bull, Jr., and President Staples of the 
Fireman's Fund. Both proceeded to Fort 
Point immediately. 
Alter their arrival 
the case was reported to the Morgue. 
For the past twenty-five years Mr. Bull 
has been an acute sufferer with asthma. 
Recently he had a very severe attack of 
the disease and was very weak. He had 
been unable until yesterday to visit his 
office, and when he did set then his in­ 
firmity was very noticeable to the clerks. 
It was supposed that he was seized with a 
paroxysm of coughing while walking on 
the breakwater and that his strength hav­ 
ing been exhausted he fell into the water 
and was drowned. 
Mr. Bull was 76 years of age, and a na­ 
tive of New York.

Eighth—It is the opinion of ihis Board that 
the coming session of the Legislature should 
make the necessary appropriation, and that a

1893, will be an injudicious de 
lay.Ninth—We believe that the Legislature mak­

He help build some of the first boats on the 
Willamette river at Oregon City; also, the 
first boats on the Columbia river. D. P. 
Thompson, Republican candidate for Gov­ 
ernor of Oregon, formerly worked as 
helper in the blacksmith shop of F'ather 
Harman. He came to America with the 
first locomotive brought to the country and 
helped to put it together. 
G rand Lodge of Odd Fellow s. 
S a n F rancisco, May 16th.—The Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows fixed the per capita 
tax at forty cents. The Committee o h 
Laws of Subordinates reported favorably 
the petition of Mrs. Mary E. .Toost, widow 
of Cursten Joost, for sick benefits from the 
time they were cut off till the time of his 
death, Joost became sick and then insane, 
and his wife was allowed benefits, but after 
a time they were cut off by Concordia 
Lodge. It is held that Joost never having 
been restored should be considered sick up 
to the time of his death. 
T rain D itched In Oregon. 
T h e D a lles (Or.), May 16th —The East- 
bound flyer was ditched to-day at 10:30 
o'clock near The Dalles. The engine ran 
into a sand-bank. Engineer Curtis was 
thrown twenty feet bv the jar, but escaped 
unhurt. 
Fireman Young jumped, aud 
was stunned, but not injured. The engine 
went over an embankment, with the tender 
on top. The express and baggage cars left 
the track. No passengers were injured, but 
were terribly shaken up. A wrecking-car 
returned w ith the train at 7 this evening. 
Suicide or A ccideut. 
S a n F rancisco, May 16th. — William 
Ritchie, about 35 years ox age, was found 
dead in his room to-day at the lodging- 
house where he had been stopping for the 
past two weeks. By his side were two 
bottles of morphine. As yet it is unknown 
wnether Ritchie took the drug with sui­ 
cidal intent or whether he was addicted to 
its use and swallowed an overdose. He is 
married and his wife is now believed to be 
in Victoria, B. L. He was not suffering 
from poverty. 
To Prison for Life. 
Jackson, May 16th.—The jury in the 
Bacigalupi case found him guilty on the 
first ballot of murder in the first degree, 
fixing the punishment at life imprison­ 
ment. No defense was made, except to 
show insanity in the family and that he 
was anything but bright. The defendant 
was not placed on the stand. This is the 
first conviction of murder iu the first de­ 
gree in this county for many years. The 
verdict meets with general approval. 
Tlie Strike Unsuccessful. 
P o r t la n d (Or.), May 16th.—The strike 
sitaation has lost ail exciting features which 
formerly embellished it. Every day quite 
a number of mechanics arrive in the city, 
but they do not find work quickly because 
there is little work for them to do. The 
contracting carpenters have all the me­ 
chanics they can use. All are working on 
the nine-hour schedule. 
Nearly every 
man now at work is out of the union. 
The San Diego River. 
S an D ie g o, May 16th.—The San Diego 
river has completely changed its course. It 
is now running parallel with the Pacific 
Beach Railroad track north instead of 
through the old westerly channel, and is 
undermining the track. Trains areiu seri­ 
ous danger. This is the first break of the 
kind since the channel of the river was 
subjected to Government engineering oper­ 
ations thirty-five years ago. * 
Tlie N aughton M urilcr Case. 
San Francisco, May 16th.—The trial ot 
J. F. Naughton for the murder of M. M. 
Herr was resumed to-day. The entire 
session was taken up with the testimony 
ot several physicians relative to the wour ds 
on Harr's body. Most of them testified 
that Herr’s arm must have been in mo­ 
tion when Naughton fired at him.

He M ill Fill Out the U nexpired Term of 
Senator Beck. 
. F rankfort (Ky.), Mev 16th.—The Dem­ 
ocratic caucus, held to-night to nominate 
a candidate for the United States Senate to 
fill out the unexpired term of the iate Sen­ 
ator Beck, was short yet full of interest 
and excitement. 
Immediately upon the assembling of the 
caucus, the withdrawal of ex-Governor 
Knott and Hon. Ev3n T. Settle was an­ 
nounced. after which a baliot was taken, 
resulting in Carlisle receiving 52 votes, 
Lindsay 33 and McCreary 30. 
The name of ex Governor McCreary was 
then withdrawn, which left the contest be­ 
tween the great Democratic giant and 
Judge Lindsay. 
The second ballot was taken and re­ 
sumed in Carlisle s victory, the vote being, 
Carlisle 72 and Lindsay 43. 
A committee was then appointed, con­ 
sisting of Hon. Jas. Mulligan, who nomi­ 
nated Carlisle, aud Hon. Claude Thomas, 
who seconded the nomination, to notify 
Mr. Carlisle. They escorted him into the 
Senate Chamber, with great applause. 
Carlisle made one of the most brilliant 
speeches ever made in the city of hills, ac­ 
cepting the nomination and pledging 
fidelity.

been received here of the death of Major 
Stephen Cooper at Winters, a resident of 
Colusa. He was one of the oldest settlers 
in the State and is the oldest surviving set­ 
tler. He arrived here from Missouri in 
1846. In the fall of 1847 he was appointed 
Alcade by Governor Mason, and was ia't-r 
elected Judge of tne Court of First In­ 
stance, which included all of California 
lying west of the Sacramento river and 
north of San Francisco bay. He presided 
over the first meeting called in California 
by the emigrant population for the purpose 
ot nominating parties to be voted into 
office. 
The Major claimed to have given in 1'47. 
in connection with George Yount, the first 
public Fourth of July celebration ever 
held in California. 
He and two others laid out the northern 
boundary of the State of Missouri. 
The first case taken to theSupreme Court 
was an appeal from one of his decisions, 
which was upheld. He settled in the town 
of Knight's Landing, in Yolo county. He 
participated in the war of 1'12, and in the 
Black Hawk war of 1832. 
A picnic which was to take place in 
Winters to day has been postponed, aud 
the town and county is in general mourn­ 
ing. He was 93 years old at his death.

The Chronicle, in an editorial, proceeding 
on the basis that England has already con­ 
ceded the foregoing claims of Germany, 
says : No wonder Germany assured the 
world that the negotiations were going on 
amicably. We would rather Lord Salis­ 
bury had ceded Ireland to Germany than 
thus meekly to surrender our vital stra­ 
tegic- points in Africa, upon the keeping of 
wnich cur imperial position on two conti­ 
nents depends. The cession ot Home Rule 
to Ireland would be a trivial matter, so far 
as the future oi the English race is con­ 
cerned, compared with this surrender.

THE IMPOBTANCE OF GRADING FKUITS 
FOR LOCAL MARREIS. 


X lie T seful L em on—G rape» as Food— 
W hy H eus Do Not Lay—P oultry 
Item s—F *rm Notes. 


During the last few years many methods 
have been devised for the grading ot fruits, 
showing that there is an urgent demand in 
this direction. Ttiese appliances are of 
great assistance in the assorting of certain 
fruits as to size, but much of the work has 
yet to be done by hand. Most of the Cali­ 
fornia fruit shipped East is picked before 
ripening and is graded and packed under 
the supervision of comparatively few men, 
who eaniu.t afiord to present their fruit iu 
any but the best shape and deal otherwise 
than honorably with the consuming pub­ 
lic. Our local markets, however, present 
a somewhat different phase and oftentimes 
hut little attempt is made in grading or 
fairness. The proper grading of fruit has 
much to do with its selling and keeping 
qualities. The term grading, as generally 
used, is applied to size alone, but assorting 
a to color and ripeness is no less import­ 
ant. Much of the fruit found in our 
home markets is of the most iudifferent 
sort and is packed in a slip-shod, go-as- 
you-please manner, «due green or ill­ 
shaped peach will detract from a whole 
box, no matter how tine the otiiers may 
appear. < >ue soft apricot packed in a box 
intended to keep a few days may lose you 
the protit upon the whole box. One pale- 
colored orange, though of the requisite 
size, will spoil the appearance of a box 
when opened to be used. A green or soft 
strawberry in a basket when seen by a 
buyer w iii lead him to believe that there 
are others of the same sort further down in 
the basket. 
True, it is some trouble to grade your 
fruit in ibis way, and it requires skill and 
decision in the packer. It should be re­ 
membered, however, that we are in the 
basiues- tv. make money and that trouble 
must be expected and competent help em­ 
ployed, if we are to hear the clink of gold 
in our pockets. 
If fruit is properly 
graded, facing is honest and legitimate ; 
but only too often is it used as a cloak by 
which to filch a few cents from the unsus­ 
pecting public. 
Iu some of our markets 
you hardly dare buy a box of berries or 
fruit of any kind without first removing 
the top layer to see if the remainder is 
trash. This is plain talking to the “hon­ 
est farmer,” but it is true and the preval­ 
ence of this evil has many times curtailed 
the demand for fruit by disgusting the con­ 
sumers and has brought disgrace upon 
fruit-growers in general. There is but 
one way to pack fruit profitably and hon­ 
orably, if your reputation is of any value 
whatever. 
Grade it; grade it carefully 
for size, color and ripeness. Every right- 
minded grower, packer and shipper should 
insist upon trio grading and should stamj 
all fruit shipped as such, so that the pur­ 
chaser may be certain of the quality of 
his purchase. 
In this way honest growers 
and packers -an in a measure protect 
themselves and the public against tl.o-e 
who are unscrupulous and careless in their 
met hods.— Cal ¡jornia Fru it-Grower.

From the directions given 
in poultry mrnals and by manufacturers 
of specifics for egg production, many j>er- 
soas start out with the coufideut expecta­ 
tion of uninterrupted success in raisiug 
chickens and eggs, to find at last that the 
business has for some reason become un­ 
profitable.

lar attention should if given to the color 
and appearance ot their combs, which 
should be bright and red.

HISTORY OF THE ARAB HORSE. 
Wilfrid Blunt, a noted English breeder 
of Arab horses, gives it as his opinion, 
that the Arab belongs to the original wild 
races of Africa rather than of Asia, and 
was introduced to southern Arabia by the 
way of Abyssinia, whence it is historical 
that he spread northward. 
He was not 
known in Europe before the Mohammedan 
conquest, but since then his blood has 
spread through all lands visited by com­ 
munication with Mecca, through the 
pilgrimage. The Barb of North Africa, 
the Andalusiau horse of Spain, the Turk, 
the Persian and the Turcoman have been 
all largely infused for centuries with Arab 
blood. The first Arab blood in England 
was probably brought through Spain and 
France, and late'- from Palestine, by the 
crusaders.—Xev. York Times. 
ROOSTS. 
The best roosts for a poultry house are 
strips, four inches wide, and one inch 
thick. The fowls can roost on these with 
comfort to the feet. Thay should have a 
clear space of oue foot between them, and 
should all be on one level, and not more 
than one foot from the floor. When they 
are made like a ladder, the fowls fight to 
crowd to the top; and when they are high, 
the hens are sometimes hurt by coining 
heavily on the floor, when flying down. 
Young fowls should not roost until they 
are fully grown. It is best to leave these 
stay in the coop when the hen leaves 
them, or is taken from them, and they will 
stay there comfortably until the weather 
gets too cold, or they are ready for sale, 
it is best to have a yard for the chicks 
and the hens which are iu coops, so that 
they can be fed without trouble from the 
other fowls. 
EGG FOOD. 
Here is a recipe for good egg food: Ten 
pounds best ground beef scrap, five pounds 
fine ground bone, two pounds granulated 
charcoal or powdered charcoal, one pound 
sulphur, two ounces cayenne pepper, four 
ounces salt. One quart of this mixture to 
every 100 fowls given in soft food will pro­ 
duce most excellent results. This recipe 
has never before beeu published, aud could 
not not have been bought from the author. 
It is far superior to many of the manu­ 
factures of egg foods on the market that 
sell for a high ptice. It is the recipe used 
by James Rankin, one of the most suc­ 
cessful, if not the most successful, of poul­ 
try growers in the United States. 
HENS EATING THEIR EGGS. 
This objectionable habit is generally de­ 
veloped in fowls which do not have enough 
variety in their food, especially when con­ 
fined in a small yard, where they cannot 
scratch. Broken oyster shells, boae meal, 
and a variety of food should be given. A 
nest may be so arranged that the egg, 
when liyid, rolls at once out of sight and 
reach of the hen ; but, unless the bird is 
of special value, the surest and most expe­ 
ditious way to stop her from eating her 
eggs is to kill her. 
FARM NOTES. 
Packing eggs for hatching should be 
done in a way that safe arrival can be 
guaranteed. A neat chip of willow basket 
should be used—the best you can obtain. 
Each egg should be covered with cotton 
and over that a wrapping of tissue paper. 
Fine hay or excelsior is excellent material 
to use in packing. If you have carefully 
placed the eggs and packing about them 
they will carry almost any distance with­ 
out injury. 
Many old apple trees are constantly sur­ 
rounded by young sprouts that spring 
forth where the trunk is injured by work­ 
ing around it. These should be cuti closely 
as possible to the trunk, and as fast as new 
shoots start, as they will when the tree 
gets in leaf, they should be rubbed off 
They not only disfigure the tree, but divert 
from it much of the sap, which, if sent up 
through the trunk, would go to the pro­ 
duction of fruit. 
Sometimes when a heavy coating of 
manure hxs been turned under in the gar­ 
den the best thing to be done is to replow 
it. thus thoroughly mixing the manure 
with the soil, as it can not well be done 
otherwise. By this repeated turning of the 
soil in warm weather, mote warmth is 
given to the lower strata at the bottom of 
the furrow. The manure also is much 
more effective than when left in one place, 
as the more particles of soil come in con­ 
tact with it, the wider its fertilizing effects 
extend. 
A little oil meal, mixed with other feed, 
is especially valuable in spring for both 
cattle and horses. It promotes digestion 
and helps loosen the old coat of hair, as 
well as to make the new one come on 
glossy and beautiful. It is often said that 
fattening food must not • given to horses 
at work, hut oil meal is strength-giving as 
well as fattening. Mixed with oat meal 
it is a better ration than the one common­ 
ly given of corn and oats, but it is not ad­ 
visable to feed so large a ration of it as is 
often given of corn when that is fed with 
oats. 
Consul Fay, of Stettin, Germany, in a 
communication to the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, states that the 
potato crop is one of the best paying in 
Prussia, and the products therefrom, dex­ 
trine, potato flour, starch, etc., shipped to 
the United States from the port of Stettin 
alone during the last three months 
amounted to $50,000. 
German manufact­ 
urers are at a loss to understand why we 
purchase these products abroad when we 
have such immense crops of corn, and espe­ 
cially when it is realized that the percent­ 
age of dextrine in corn is 50 per cent.more 
than in potatoes. 
A farm roller is a most important and 
valuable implement for those who exer­ 
cise good judgment as to when it is to be 
Used. It is just what is needed to press 
winter grain firmly in the ground after 
the surface is dried sufficiently. It is also 
excellent on clover in spring, to press 
down small stones that might lie in the 
way of close cutting with the mower. But 
it should not be used on spring grain until 
the latter is up three or four inches, nor 
on corn ground at any season, if the soil 
be at all heavy. Corn ground needs to be 
light as jwssible, aud it must 1* made 
mellow bv harrowing up, not by rolling 
down. 
The first early strawberries come from 
plants two or more years old; hence it is 
often well to have an old patch somewhere 
to furnish the first family supply. But, of 
course, the largest and finest fruit comes 
from the new lied of younger and more 
thrifty plauts. In testing new varieties of 
strawberries for earliness, we always plant 
at the same time several of the old 
standards for comparison. 
Early summer 
planting of strawberries pays, while neg­ 
lect of a few weeks, just at the proper sea­ 
son, causes almost a total failure. Very 
early spring is the best time in the whole 
year for strawberry planting; but if it was 
neglected then, and you want berries the 
next year in June, you may have them if 
planting is done very early in August. 
But don’t fool yourself iuto thinking that 
they may be planted at any time iu the 
tall* and' then fruit to any extent next 
June. They will not do it. 
There is a great deal of waste land, even 
on small and generally well cultivated 
farms, and proportionately much more on 
those that are larger. On the large farm 
esjiecially, places that cannot be got at 
with plow and horse hoe are left to grow 
up in weeds or bushes, which always tend 
to widen their range into cultivated fields. 
So far from being merely useless, the waste 
ground quickly becomes a nuisance to all 
land around it. A good way to manage 
such land is to piant a fruit tree or grape 
vine there if the soil aud location are suit­ 
able, and give it proper care and manur­ 
ing until it comes iuto bearing. It is all 


nonsense for any farmer to say he can not 
spare land to grow grapes and other fruit 
for home use. 
If he will look sharply he 
can find a place for planting trees or vines 
where nothing of value is now grown. 
After a few years these now waste places 
will pay better than the portions of his 
farm devoted to ordinary crops. 


HOW YOUNG MEN BECOME BALD. 


FASHIONS IN HUR DRESSING.

“One hears a great deal said about per­ 
sons who are prematurely bald,” said a 
man who has for twenty years combed his 
hair with a towel, the other day. “But, 
as a matter of fact, baldness is not a thing 
that usually comes with age. On the con­ 
trary, it rarely does so When a man gets 
bald it is not age that occasions it, but 
causes constitutional. 
In ail my life I 
have never known a man to reach 45 years 
with a good crop of hair aud lose it sub­ 
sequently. 
Ask any bald-headed man 
when he first began to lose his normal 
cranial thatch and he will tell you that 
he became bald not long after he was 20. 
For the fact is that such is the time at which 
a person, if he is to be bald at all, inevi­ 
tably exhibits marked symptoms of it. 
Of course, you yourself know plenty of 
young men who are bald. Their misfor­ 
tune is no small one, inasmuch as a hir­ 
sute deprivation of the sort not only mars 
the good looks of the victim, but also 
makes him appear many years older than 
he would otherwise seem. It is really un­ 
fortunate to see a young man who would 
otherwise be exceedingly comely transform 
himself into an individual of elderly if not 
grotesque aspect by simply taking of his 
hat. To perceive how important a differ­ 
ence it makes in a man’s appearance you 
have only to consider the difficulty of 
recognizing a bald man whom you don’t 
know very well when he has his hat on, 
supposing you have always met him tu- 
doors before.” 
“I’ve noticed that myself,” ventured the 
Star reporter. 
“Why, of course you have. Who hasn’t ? 
But the misfortune of it is that the bald­ 
ness should come so early. Gne might be 
reconciled to it as a phenomenon naturally 
incidental to age and the decay of things ; 
but it is rather hard for a young man 
scarce grown to find that his scalp-cover­ 
ing already shows symptoms of lieing 
merely a deciduous growth. When one 
comes into the world one naturally imag­ 
ines that he is entitled to his hair for, at 
all events, the major part of his lifetime. 
To lose it in this uncalled-for manner seems, 
indeed, an outrage. 
Known as a man 
who is bald prematurely, you go about in 
society conscious of the fact that you are at a 
disadvantage. You imagine always that 
you are supposed to be older than you are 
—very likely with some reason. People 
say of you: ‘I wonder why it is that Mr. 
Timpkius should be so awfully bald.’ in 
short, you are a curiosity. The affiietlon 
from which you sutler is not shared by the 
opposite sex at all. Rarely is it that a 
woman loses her hair—possibly because 
men for thousands of generations back have 
not made a practice of selecting those 
women for wives who lack a natural coif­ 
fure. Frequently you find young women 
with hair that is prematurely w hite; but 
they can afford not to mind that, for there 
is nothing so becoming to a woman as white 
hair, which imparts, whether by contrast or 
otherwise, a youthfulness to the aspect of its 
owner not equaled by any artifice known 
to the most skillful artist in feminine 
make-up. 
“Many a time have I known men of my 
acouaintance to bewail the fact that they 
were not able to grow on the top of their 
heads the same luxurious crops that 
sprouted with such unsought spontaneity 
on their faces. By the way, 1 may men­ 
tion that one frequently sees in the news­ 
papers tales about this or that person who, 
upon being exhumed from his grave, was 
found to have developed a beard, notwith­ 
standing the fact that he was shaved after 
death. The conclusion sought from this 
is necessarily that the hair grows after the 
body is dead. 
This is nonsense, as you 
may imagine, for It goes without sayiug 
that the life of the vegetable beard would 
not extend beyond the life of the body 
that sustained it. The delusion is very- 
much akin to that which directs the sup­ 
position that old people sometimes get a 
third set of teeth. 
In such cases, of 
course, the gums have shrunk away aud 
the jawbone, projecting through the flesh, 
Ls taken for fresh cut dental apparatus. 
There’s only one thing to be suggested to 
bald people that is likely to be beneficial, 
and that is that they shall leave adver­ 
tised cures for the complaint rigorously 
alone. When the hair falls out and leaves 
a bald snot it means that the hair plants 
are dead, and no way has thus far been 
discovered of replanting other hair plants 
in the same area. 
“The hair, like any other vegetable, 
grows from a root. It derives its susten­ 
ance indirectly from the blood, and is 
kept oiled and in proper condition by a 
special gland appropriated to each tube, 
and the diflference between curly hair and 
straight hair is merely that the tubes in 
the former case are flattened, while in the 
latter they are more round. To attempt 
after the individual plant represented by a 
hair has been destroyed to renew the ex­ 
istence of that plant is an absurdity. Not 
all the nostrums in the quack calendar will 
accomplish it. When you are able to pro­ 
cure a hair from a healthy scalp and 
transfer it to one that is non-productive, 
so that it will grow, then you may talk 
about curing baldness; but not before. No 
man who has passed twenty-five years of 
age and retained his natural wig, need 1* 
afraid of baldness for the rest of his natu­ 
ral days. As I was going to say a moment 
ago, a man’s beard after death often seems 
untruly to have grown, merely for the 
reason that the flesh of a corpse shrinks, 
and thus the beard is exposed to view un­ 
naturally.”

W hite and gray hair is as popular as 
ever with elderly ladies, and many ex­ 
quisite heads of gray hair are constantly 
seen, which dressed in one of the late 
styles give an unmistakable dignity to the 
wearer.

ENTHUSIASM AND KNOWLEDGE. 
Things th at a Boy O ught to K now at 
E ighteen. 
[President Dwight in April Forum. 
A youth of eighteen who is to have the 
best chances should know how to study, 
and how to do it with enthusiasm also, 
because he learned the les-oti at lea.-t five 
years before. 
Enthusiasm, guided and controlled by 
knowledge as to the use of the powers, is 
the true life of a living man alive with 
the spiritual forces. Everything else is 
asleep or is dead. 
I make my starting point and mv guid­ 
ing thought the thought that he should 
learn how to study, aud should gain eu- 
thusiasm at the beginning. 
In the first place. 1 think, the study of 
language may be most hopefully and'suc- 
cessfully started in these earliest years. 
The boy moves joyously where the man 
finds only labor and weariness. The chil­ 
dren of our household to-day mav gain the 
same thing that we have gained at twentv- 
five, and far more than we gained when 
they are ten or twelve; and the progress 
is like the joyful song of their childhood, 
when they are led alone* the rational 
method. They grow up into French or 
German, as it were, as they grow up into 
English, aud talk and read and siug in 
these languages just as they do in their 
own. Why should they ñot brea.he iu 
enthusiasm with every breath of their 
learning? It was with a great ¡nice, in­ 
deed, that we obtained this freedom. But 
they were free bom. 
Let me say here that, in my judgment, 
every boy who has the best chances ought 
to have the mastery of the French or Ger­ 
man language (I should say of botlri before 
he is eighteen years of age—a mastery 
kindred to that which he lias of English. 
He should also have such a knowledge of 
Greek aud Latin as will mean power in 
anil over those languages, and will enable 
him to read them witli case and with sat­ 
isfaction when he enters upon his college 
course. The man who knows the ancient 
languages as he ought to know them, will 
never contend against their holding a place 
in the education of all widely educated 
and roundly educated men. 
The boy who has the best chances ought, 
iu the years between twelve and eighteen, 
to be set forward on his course in h'storv 
and the beginning, at least, of the litera­ 
ture of his own language. 
My feeling is that the boys who have 
the best chances should know something 
of music, and should, at least, see the 
opening of the door toward art studies. 
The opinion is now well established, I 
suppose, that all persons can be instructed 
iu vocal music with a measure of success. 
I believe that the same thing can be ac­ 
complished in the line of instrumental 
music. 
That the mathematical studies should 
be pursued energetically before the youth 
had reached the age of which we are speak­ 
ing, I may add, is admitted by all. The 
men of the former generation and the men 
of our day agree at this point. 


A T est of C ourage. 
One of the severest tests of courage is 
to carry on one's life quietly and faithfully 
under the cloud of a great uncertainty— 
something which makes it uncertain in 
what direction one’s activity is hereafter 
to tie put forth. This is not an uncommon 
experience; but, although it happens to 
many, it is never on that account the easier 
to bear. Living by faitli always involved 
a struggle even for the most heroic souls, 
and most of us learn it by the most pain­ 
ful processes. Nevertheless, if we are to 
live with any strength and peace, learn it 
we must, sooner or later. If one broods 
over an uncertainty, strength is paralvzed 
and work half done; the man who worries 
loses the power which comes from concen­ 
tration and a calm putting forth of his 
whole force. 
There is nothing to be 
gained by this brooding; there is every­ 
thing to be lost. A strong life is one 
which commands itself and does not give 
up the rudder to every wind of circum­ 
stance. "When the time of uncertainty 
comes to a strong man, he is not deflected 
from the thing in hand; if possible, he puts 
more strength and skill into it: not defy­ 
ing fortune, but accepting Providence by 
that calm doing of one’s work which goes 
with the consciousness that the honest la­ 
borer is worthy of his hire, and that work 
well done to day means the opportunity of 
more work to-morrow. Take vour life 
bravely and strongly; if uncertainties 
come into it, meet them with quiet cour­ 
age and good cheer. Above all, keep heart 
and hand in your work, and trust the fu­ 
ture to that Divine Providence which has 
ordered the falling of every sparrow.

fFroin the Sew York World.]

It is not 
the Third Avenue Kailway Company lam 
after, but the lawyers who foment litiga­ 
tion and the professional false witnesses 
who enable them to thrive. My plan was 
th is: 
To go up town: get crowded oil’a street 
car; fall, appear to get hurt, advertise for 
witnesses and see what happened. 
Accordingly, in the World of Thursday, 
March 27th, appeared an advertisement 
a>king for the names and addresses of 
passengers on a Third-avenue car on the 
preceding evening who saw a gentleman 
crowded oil the rear platform at Fifty- 
third street and badly injured. 
There is nothing pleasant about being 
crowded oil the platform of a rapidly- 
moving street car. I was not at all sorry, 
therefore, that, for the sake of appearances, 
it was necessary for me to receive my vis 
itors in bed. 
It was, in fact, no hardship 
for me to remain in bed nearly all of the 
three days that my advertisement bore 
print, 
U! course, the first callers were news- 
paDer men. There were three of them; 
The statement published by one of them 
—somewhat exaggerated, evidently be­ 
cause of the writers sympathy for me— 
was as follows: 
Tile injured man said: ‘‘I went down to 
Twenty-third street on Wednesday afternoon on 
some business, and about 6 o’clock took a 
Third-avenue car to rc-turn home. I stood on 
the rear plationn, which filled up until I got 
crowded to the edge toward the middle of me 
street. On uearing Forty-third street, I saw a 
large van coming toward the car on the middle 
traek. and seeing that it was so near the car 
that it would knock me oil in passing, I called 
to the conductor to stop the car lor me to get 
off. He rang the bell, but the driver paid no 
attention to the signal. I was then obliged to 
jump off, and in doing so I fell on my head. I 
was "ompletely stunned, and was picked "up 
and brought home in a hack. I recovered con­ 
sciousness shortly before 1 arrived home. I was 
told that 1 had a miraculous escape from being 
run over by the furniture van while lying in­ 
sensible in the street. This is the second acci­ 
dent i have sustained from over-crowded street­ 
cars and as my doctor states that the extent of 
my injuries cannot yet be determined, I intend 
to sue the railroad company for damages.” 
One of the other two newspaper men 
who visited me did not think I had a very 
strong case. For instance, I had not 
waited for the car to stop, but had jumped 
ofi, contrary to the rules of the company, 
while the car was in motion. 
“It is all very well,” I retorted, “for the 
company to insist on a passenger hanging 
on till the cars stop, but I declined to obey 
such rules and got my back broken for my 
pains. Of course, 1 shall have to prove 
that the car had ample time to stop.” 
The remainder of the day I nursed mv 
injury in solitude, but Friday morning 
brought a fair s}>ecimen of the fish I was 
trying to catch. His appearance at once 
suggested the inquiry, “Have you brought 
your sandbag with you ?” 
However, I refrained from uttering the 
words, and begged my tattered, soiled, un­ 
shaven and offensively odorous visitor to be 
seated. 
“You were, I presume,” said I, “a wit­ 
ness of tbe accident from the effects of 
which I am now suffering ?” 
The visitor crossed his legs, looked stead­ 
fastly at the ceiling, and answered in two 
words:

“Were you on the rear platform of the 
car?” 
“W’y cert.” 
“And you heard me ask the conductor to 
stop ?” 
“Now y’er talkin’.” 
“And heard the conductor ring the 
bell ?” 
“That's what.” 
“And you saw me jump ofl while the car 
was in motion, and saw me slip and fall 
and lie stunned until some one picked me 
up ?”“W’y sure.” 
“Now,” said I, very confidentially,“there 
is one thing that 1 want to know. 
How 
did I escape being run over by the furni­ 
ture mover’s van ?” 
My willing witness favored me with one 
quick glance, then resumed his inspection 
of the ceiling. Presently he replied, delib­ 
erate! v: 
“W en you jumped de hosses hitched to 
de van shied, see ? An that switched the 
van outer de track, see ?” 
“Ah, thank you. You’ll do. What is 
your name?” 
“Kill Sparrier.” 
■‘Your full name, so that my lawyer can 
write to you when to appear in Court, and 
your address?” 
“W. G. Sparrier, general delivery.” 
1 understood; my witness rose and fumb­ 
led with his hat. 
“Much obliged,” I said, “look out for a 
letter from my lawyer.” 
Still Mr. Sparrier lingered, inspecting 
the ceiling and fumbling his hat. I tossed 
him a quarter. 
“T’anks” he said, and I was rid of him. 
I am reluctantly obliged to confess that 
Mr. Sparrier is my only witness. 
I had 
hopes toward evening that his testimony 
would receive much needed support from 
an excessively polite, shabby-genteel old 
gentleman, who called in his dual capacity 
of philanthropist and general reformer. 
He nad not been an eye witness of my in­ 
jury, it was true, but he had been present 
on other similar occasions and had made 
it his business to gather statistics regard­ 
ing the over-crowning of street cars in this 
and other cities. He read me a few pages 
of these, borrowed half a dollar and twwed 
himself out. 
Saturday morning my mind was much 
disturbed with anticipations of a visit 
which I felt was past due, namely, that of 
an agent of the Third Avenue Railway 
Company. I hail not long to wait. He 
ptoved to be young and courteous, and he 
wore spectacles. He gave me his card 
and I noticed that preceding his name was 
that significant title of “Dr.” I won’t 
give his name. Anyone can learn it by 
calling at the general offices of the Third 
Avenue Railway Company. 
Step by step I went over the story of the 
accident. The agent did not think I had 
much of a case. 
“However,” he said, “you had better 
call and see the President about it. It is 
always better to come to a settlement than 
go into the Courts. You must remember 
that we have the moat perfect system. 
We got our witness at once, and our con­ 
ductors’ statements are all made under 
oath.” 
“If 1 should visit your President," I 
said, “he would understand at once that I 
had little faith in my case, and would act 
accordingly in arranging a settlement. 
Now. to be frank with you, I don’t want a 
settlement. I am safely on the road to 
recovery and am able to afford the loss of 
time and cost of medical attendance. 
What I want is a verdict in Court. If I 
can get a verdict that will prevent the 


] future overcrowding of cars I shall fee! 
that I have done the public a signal serv­ 
ice.”“You will have to prove,"’ said the 
agent, “that there was ample time for the 
car to stop before you jumped oft.” 
“Very well,” I answered, “I am willing 
to admit that if I can not clearly prove 
that I have no case.” 
I added that I supposed it would be 
necessary to submit to an examination by 
the company’s surgeon, and suggested that 
as I was rapidly improving, it might be 
well if that formality was gone through 
with at once. 
“I am the company’s surgeon,” said the 
agent, “and 1 agree with you. ’ 
He pulled up his sleeve, and I rolled 
over carefully and bared the small of my 
back. 
"You must not expect to find any inter­ 
nal injuries,” I said, “nor probably any 
discoloration, as the bandages were taken 
oti yesterday. But I nntst request that 
when you reach a certain spot along my 
spine, which I will indicate as you feel 
downward from the shoulders, you will be 
very careful.”

W hen tbe Boys Kan Things. 
I saw the first steam fire engine come 
to Philadelphia, about 1S54 I should 
think, and play in order to show the busi­ 
ness society how much easier a fire could 
be put out by steam than by band. The 
hateful machine played in” Dock street, 
Philadelphia, a kind of desert place, with 
cobble-stones in the middle and bonded 
warehouses all around and old stations and 
shops. When the steam engine from the 
West threw a noble stream of water 
through the air, making the squirt nozzles 
of the volunteer firemen seem ridiculous, 
instead of a generous cheer rising up from 
the 10,000 people assembled around, there 
was a universal hoot. 
Property was of 
slight account; public decency was not to 
be considered if the fire boys were to be 
respected. The firemen had their own in­ 
surance association and put their signet 
upon every building insured in the Fire 
Association, so that in case of burning 
they could save their own property. 
At last the City Councils resolved to 
pass the law which had been passed in 
other cities, making an economical and a 
paid fire department instead of this 
mighty rifl-raff ot volunteers, whose pa­ 
rades every two or three years were the 
great anniversaries of the city, of more 
consequence than Washington’s” Birthday 
or the Fourth of July. Y’ou would some­ 
times see more than 200 engines and hose 
carriages in line, with sometimes 1,000 
men attached to each machine. The fire 
rowdies, who tilled the galleries of the Citv 
Councils, hooted the Councilmen as they 
voted for the new department. The new 
law speedily retired them. No doubt the 
physical exercise of that sort of thing de­ 
veloped some traits not to be despised, but 
it was fearful waste of material. Gne of 
the most useful men to attack the old Vol­ 
unteer Fire Department was Henrv Wat­ 
son, of Philadelphia, a writer on the jour­ 
nals, who finally died in California as ed­ 
itor of the Sacramento Union. He pub­ 
lished a little story to show the career of 
the fire-runner from boyhood up to the 
time when he sets a building on fire in or­ 
der to have a run, and is sent to the peni- 
tentiarv.— “Gath,”

SMYRNA FIGS. 
Interesting F acts Not G enerally Known 
In A m erica 
[From the New York Star.] 
The oldest and most influential of the 
fig importers of this city is Nicholas Ca­ 
treras, who, though a native of Smyrna, is 
an American citizen of many years’ stand­ 
ing. In discussing his singular busines.-, 
he said: 
“ There is a large amount of ignorance 
lying around loose among the American 
public respecting the chief import of my 
native land. In the first place, figs as seen 
in the market are not grown in Smyrna, 
but at Aldin, Tshallis and Erbelli, far in 
the interior of Asia Minor. These dis­ 
tricts lie from 250 to 000 miles away from 
the Mediterranean coast. They are won­ 
derfully rich and fertile, and produce, if 
not the finest fruit of all kinds, at least the 
finest figs in the world. Horticulturists 
have repeatedly taken up trees from the 
territorv and transplanted them in various 
parts of Greece, Italy, France. England, 
Spain, Portugal, Morocco, Algiers' and 
Tunis, but in every case the resultant 
fruit was no bette- than the native article. 
Some of the results were very odd. In Italy 
the figs ran to an aromatic woody fiber, 
and were roasted and used as an imitation 
coflee. In Morocco they grew into pulpv 
masses, and were used chiefly to make 
jellies and marmalades. 
“ The fig tree is not cultivated like or­ 
dinary fruit trees. Fertilizing increases 
the size of the fruit, but deteriorates the 
quality and its flavor. Unlike most fruits 
the fig is not picked. Around the trunk 
of every tree a circle is built of stones and 
gravel on which the iruit falls when it is 
perfectly ripe. It is allowed to stay there 
until it is dried, wheu it is gathered and 
sent to the factories to be packed. The 
trees are grafted and regrafted, sometimes 
annually. The young trees bear better 
than the old, and the young grafts bear far 
better than the branches ot old trees. In 
most of the fig orchards they graft the trees 
every year. 
" \\ lien the fallen fruit is comparatively 
dry, it is assorted aud packed in bags 
weighing from 200 to 400 pounds each. 
They are loaded in couples upon camels, 
each couple being termed a load. This 
was the universal practice up to a late date, 
when the iron-horse invaded Syria. Now 
a good railroad runs from Smyrna to 
Ephesus, and brings a large piart of the fig 
crop to the former city. No prettier sight 
to a Greek eye exists in the world than a 
great line of camels laden with b-gs of figs 
coming into Smyrna from the towns of the 
far interior. 
“ Once arrived, the camels are unloaded 
and the tigs displayed in the open market. 
It is singularly like Washington Market in 
the early morning, when the farmers come 
in with their produce from the country 
districts. The marketmen are Armenians, 
Turks, .Jews and Greeks. Even in Smyrna, 
which is under Turkish rule, through the 
shrewdness and commercial sense which 
has made the race conspicuous in the finan­ 
cial history ot the world, the Israelite has 
become a leading member in all business 
circles. 
The marketmen make rnonev 
easily, and too often questionably. They 
advance money upon consignments and act 
both as bankers and factors They control 
the market both in buying and selling, and 
enjoy a practical trust of their own. 
“ The figs are bought by the merchants 
and shippers and sent to the factories. 
Here they are emptied in long rows and 
carefully assorted by men, women and 
children, who sit cross-legged, with the 
fruit on one side and baskets and boxes on 
the other. They sort the difierent quali­ 
ties and shape each tig in the oblong form 
so familiar to the New World. The boxes 
are cased in wooden forms, called skele­ 
tons, which weigh from 250 to 350 pounds j 
net. Each skeleton contains from four to 
350 boxe-, according to the weight of the 
latter. Tiie finest qualities are made into 
what are called layer figs ; those next in 
excellence are molded into oblong shape 
and are known as ‘maccaroni.’ The poorer 
sorts are packed in boxes, crates and bags. 
Smyrna exports annually about 55,000 
skeletons, of which England takes 35 per 
cent, and the United States about GO. 
Boston^ formerly controlled the trade, but 
now New York has the lead, doing nine- 
tenths of the business.”

It is asserted that a snail which had been 
glued to a card, four years, in the British 
Museum, came to life upon being immersed 
into warm water—thus exhibiting remark­ 
able vitality.

By insulated conductors arranged in a 
certain way, and in connection with a 
Leyden jar, it has been ascertained by 
Wheatstone that the velocity of electricity 
is 454,133 kilometers per second through 
copper wire. A rotating mirror shows 
that the sparks ap|iear in circular lines 
parallel to each other, which shows that it 
takes electricity an appreciable time to 
move along its conductor. 
Perhaps the best known clock in the 
United States is that which surmounts the 
old “ State House,” in Independence square, 
Chestnut street, Philadelphia. It was made 
by one Seneca Lukens, a Quaker watchma­ 
ker, who, in his old age, lived in Horsham 
township, Bucks county, Pa., and whose 
custom it was to go to the city ODce a year 
and wind up and lubricate the old time­ 
piece, until he died at an advanced age, 
about 1825-27. This ancient clock is the 
companion of the “ Liberty Bell,” which 
was rung on the occasion of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, July 4, 1776, in the 
room on the ground floor fronting on Chest­ 
nut street, or the left of the main hall. A 
much larger clock is to ornament the 
tower of the new public building m the 
same city.

WOMEN AS DOCTORS. 
Forty of Them G radtiite from a P hila­ 
delphia College. 
[From the Philadelphia Times ] 
The Women’s Medical College of this 
city graduated forty physicians last week. 
Forty years ago there '.vas no opportunity 
for a woman to graduate as a physician in 
any institution of our country; and even 
twenty years ago a woman physician was 
next to a freak in her community and con­ 
temptuously irowned upon by the profes­ 
sion. Now firty women are graduated 
from one institution in a day, and there is 
a general popular welcome of t he softer sex 
to tiie practice of medicine. 
There is not only no reason why women 
should not be physicians, but there are 
many and pressing reasons why they should 
practice medicine. While there are a few 
things in the practice tiiat they might not 
be as well adapted to as men, they are 
quite as well adapted to even the excep­ 
tional duties referred to as male physicians 
are to many delicate duties they now per­ 
form Ur women without complaint. In a 
large majority of the ailments to which 
humanity i- subject, women physicians, 
with equal intelligence and skill, are cer- 
taiuly the equals of men in professional 
usefulness, and there are many complaints 
of their own sex which should especially 
command the services of women physi­ 
cians. 
The world has advanced with wonderful 
rapidity during the la-t half century in 
the recognition of the rights and capabili­ 
ties of women. 
It is only forty-two vears 
since married women in Pennsylvania had 
no right over even their own property ac­ 
quired by either inheritance or their own 
labor, and they were then practically un­ 
known a- clerks and saleswomen; were 
little known as teyhers, and the profes­ 
sions were regarded as entirely bevond 
their reach. Now the world has learned 
that woman is entitieil to just an even 
chance in every calling to which she is at 
all adapted, and in medicine, law and 
science she is now teacher and practitioner. 
The old prejudice against unsexing women 
by giving them any opportunity outside of 
the kitchen, the laundry and the nursery 
was the creation of unmixed ignorance, 
and to-day the only just complaint that 
women can make is against the yet preva­ 
lent custom of paying women less than 
men are paid for precisely the same serv­ 
ice. 
Women are quite as refined now as 
they were when unknown in the great bat­ 
tles of life, and the whole tendency of the 
age is toward the only manly tfceorv of 
giving women fair play ail round.

The Best English. 
After listening to English, real and al 
leged, under various suns, and in places 
and provinces far apart, within and with­ 
out the L'nited States, we feel moved to 
conclude that the best English—shall we 
say in the world ?—is spoken in the North­ 
ern Mississippi Y’alley—that part of the 
United States which is bounded on the 
east by the Alleghany Mountains, west by 
the Rockies, north by Canada, south by 
Mason and Dixon’s line. YVbat! Not 
excepting Boston ? No; because at a cer­ 
tain convention held recently we heard an 
educational chief from Boston sav, “This, 
is the soss of all evil.” And how about 
the imperial city of New York ? YVell, 
the children in her schools pronounce

But, here too, there are con­ 
spicuous defects. Such words as calf, half, 
and laugh are pronounced with an exasp­ 
erating flatness on the sound of a. Then, 
too—but here it will be wise to stop, lest, 
neradventure, we might endanger the sta­ 
bility of our proposition.—Topeka (Kansas)

ot wild game in the county of Sacramento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tember of each year, iu the county ¿1 Sacra­ 
mento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck in said countv. 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in said 
county. a D d any person so offending shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. Every person who 6hall ha\e in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of wild duck or doves at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty ot a misde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict with this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.

GROWTH OF PROFIT-SHARING. 


The R e c o r d - U n io n recently commented 
on the incorporation of the largest dry 
goods establishment in the U nited States, 
and the taking of the stock by the em­ 
ployes. So far as that house is concerned 
the labor question is settled amoDg its bri­ 
gade of wage-earners, and the money ques­ 
tion among the proprietor'. 
For the labor 
in the vast establishment was capitalized, 
and the capital has been distributed ac­ 
cording to the output of labor along the 
whole line of the workers. 
We now learn 
of an instance in the West, which, while 
not so broad in its operation, is in line 
with the processes that are quietly and 
amicably adjusting the relations of em­ 
ployer and employe. 
A great steel com. 
pany in Illinois has arranged with its 
many hundred employes to pay them a 
premium upon the wages they earn as a 
sort of profit-share, aDd to be an addition 
to the wage. 
The idea is to interest the 
workers in the concern, and thereby con­ 
serve economy and enhance efficiency. 
T he workmen have welcomed the oiler 
with enthusiasm. 
Profit-sharing is steadily making its way 
in this couutrv, and in no instance of 
which we have knowledge has it been 
abandoned where once introduced. 
It 
originated in Paris some sixty years ago 
with a firm of house-painters, and has in 
that city a firm footing in public confi­ 
dence and the satisfaction of employers. In 
this country some have tried it who have 
not found it so successful as they antici­ 
pated. but in all such cases the partial fail­ 
ure has been due to the management 
rather than to defect in the system. 
It 
has been introduced for now many years at 
Fall River with eminent success; in sev­ 
eral large manufactories in New Y’ork, in 
the Dolge Felt Works in the Adirondacks, 
where a large community enjoys the bene­ 
fits of the system, and has for twenty-one 
years. 
The last annual report of Mr. 
Dolge shows that there the system has 
been equally profitable to the wage-earner 
and wage-payer. 
H e calls it the “just 
distribution of earnings.” 
At Notting­ 
ham, England, last January profit-shar­ 
ing was introduced in 
the Arkwright 
Tool Works, the masters taking out 5 per 
cent, of the net profits as interest on the 
invested capital; 10 per cent, is put aside 
as a reserve fund against bad years and to 
meet sudden exegencies: 
half the re­ 
mainder goes to the owners of the works 
and the other half is distributed among 
the wage-earners in proportion to the 
wages their skill commands. 
Thus profit-sharing, as a means of ad­ 
justing on an amicable basis the relations 
of employer and employe, is making head­ 
way, for it is adopted in a very large num­ 
ber of 
establishments 
throughout 
the 
country that for obvious reasons cannot be 
catalogued here— nor, indeed, until the 
census is completed will it be possible to 
get the full statistics. 
Mr. Powderly ap­ 
pears to have studied the system thor­ 
oughly. and, while he pronounces 
his 
sympathy for the eight-hour movement, he 
is convinced that the profit-sharing scheme 
will swallow it up and take its place. 
Under that system the workers, having a 
definite interest in the earnings of the 
business, will he disposed to work as long 
as they choose, and that will be the longer 
rather than the shorter time, until their 
new condition of semi-proprietorship ren­ 
ders them independent and enables them 
to become owners and the masters of their 
own time. 
There has perhaps been no more intelli­ 
gent and concise expression upon this sub­ 
ject than that we find in the New Y’ork 
Tribune of the *"• tH instant. 


The vast body ol industrial and economic in­ 
form ation accum ulated in recent vears hag 
brought to the world no more valuable fruitage 
th an the certainty th at wages and profits tend 
already tow ard an equal division of the results 
of labor. It is already a great partnership, of 
w hich one or both parties m ay be unconscious 
though both are lorced into it by the im m utable 
laws of the Creator. Capital stands on one 
side, w ith m anaging ability and an opportunity 
to establish an industry. Labor stands on the 
other side, and w ithout it capital can m ake 
nothing, as labor can also m ake nothing w ith­ 
out the capital and m anagem ent. The natural 
division In such a case is the sharing 01 profits: 
to lal>or half, to capital and m anagem ent half, 
for each is equally necessary to the other. The 
statistics accum ulating year alter year in a m ul­ 
titude of industries prove that the tendency is 
constantly towards th is equal division. In [.ar­ 
ticular branches of industry, where the propir- 
tion of capital required is largest, or where ex­ 
ceptional ability in m anagem ent i» necessary to 
successor exceptional risks are Involved, the 
proportion taken by labor fslls below half. 
In 
others, w here the labor required is espec ially 
skilled or the capital relatively sm all, labor 
takes more than half. But, all Industries con­ 
sidered, the tendency is toward recognition of 


the fa ct th at labor is exactly as necessary to 
capi’.ju and m anagem ent as capital and man- 
agejnent are to labor. 
. 
i t seems to m any th at this blind working of 
Liatural laws is insufficient. 
They th in k it 
blind, though universal laws ever have infinite 
foresight. It is not perceived by them that 
if injustice is done in any branch of industry, 
laws more powerful than m en can m ake tend 
to rignt it. Here capital takes too m uch; conse­ 
quently th e exceptional profits draw m ore capi­ 
tal and m anagem ent into that business until 
com petition forces down profits. There labor 
takes too m uch: as a result the business be­ 
comes less profitable than others to capital, and 
the num ber of em ployers shrinks, and pres­ 
ently the laborers are forced to bid against each 
othe'r for em ploym ent, and so wages fall. In 
the long run the adjustm ent is so irresistble 
that the richest com binations of capital have 
been crushed by it, and the most pow erful or­ 
ganizations of labor have gone to pieees when 
th eir dem ands have been a shade beyond 
reason. 
Profit-sharing would substitute visible for in­ 
visible division. The m en share now; then 
they w ould be com pelled to know th at they 
share. T heir returns for labor depend now in 
th e long run upon the aggregate value of pro­ 
ducts realized by labor of capital; th en they 
would be forced to see th a t sm aller product: 
m ean sm aller profits to be shared. Profit-shar 
ing would teach the w orker th at the partner­ 
ship between the labor and capital is equally 
necessary to both, but it is not the less a real 
partnership, and not the less equally necessary 
to both, though eith er party iaiLs to perceive 
the fact. If the laborer could see now all that 
profit-sharing coutd teach him , he would real- 
!ze that reduction of profit m eans inevitable 
reduction of wages; but un til he sees, he m ust 
struggle forw ard unseeing tow ard the light. 


W HY SOME HATE THEM. 


Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, than whom few 
men are better known for their fearless­ 
ness, and who is conspicuous for his clean­ 
liness in political action, is one of the Fed­ 
eral Civil Service Commissioners. 
Re­ 
cently that body was under investigation 
by a Congressional Committee and Mr. 
Roosevelt testified. 
In response to- a 
question as to w hat the Commission had 
done, what it is doing now and why some 
leading men in the nation oppose it, he 
said : 
We have been in office one year during the 
difficult 
period 
im m ediately " succeeding 
a 
change of adm inistration, w hen the rage for 
ofiiee is hottest and the auger of disappointed 
applicants most intense. 
We have been busily 
engaged not only iu repelling outside attacks, 
but in wagiug active w ar against wrong-doers, 
who were often intrenched behind the most 
powerful political influences. W ith insufficient 
m eans, we have been forced to m eet and solve 
problem after problem of the most difficult 
character. 
Under such circum stances it w as to 
be expected th at we would m ake occasional 
m istakes, aud It is very possible that vre have 
done so, but certainly none have been pointed 
out by our prosecutors. 
* 
* 
«• 
We are being assailed not for having adm inis­ 
tered the law badly, but for having adm inis­ 
tered it well. There are upright and honorable 
men who do not believe iu the civil service law, 
and who oppose it on its m erits, fairly aud 
openly, but none of these are to be found in the 
ranks of our present accusers. 
Those who are 
now assailing us hate us for precisely the same 
reasons th at the crim inal classes hate an effi­ 
cient policem an, 
lh e best tribute to aud m eas­ 
ure of the work we have accom plished is to be 
found in the im potent m alice of these m en—a 
m alice w hich does not excite our anger, be­ 
cause it is incapable of rousing a deeper feeling 
than proiound contem pt. 
Mr. Roosevelt must have chosen his 
words w ith deliberation; he is not one 
given to hasty speaking, and as lie was 
under oath and testifying as an official, it 
must be assumed that he meant every word 
to be accepted for the full of its entire 
meaning. 
It will strike most unprejudiced ob­ 
servers that the Commissioner was entirely 
w ithin the lim its of the truth when he 
said that the Commission is not assailed 
because of inefficiency, but because it has 
enforced the law, the virtues of which 
have run counter to the selfish schemes of 
the professional politicians. 
It is the re­ 
sult of the observation of all men who 
have not been blinded by partisan preju­ 
dice, th at the work of the opposition that 
develops to the civil service laws is based 
upon the objection th at they prevent the 
distribution of patronage in reward for 
partisan service. 
The right of the Gov­ 
ernm ent to have efficient men in places of 
trust, the injury th at the Government 
takes when its employes are responsible to 
an authority outside of its departments, 
rarely occurs to, or is brusquely evaded by 
these objectors. 
W hat they are solicitous 
about is party strength above all claims of 
Government for efficiency, and about Fed­ 
eral patronage as a means of augmenting 
such party strength. 
There are a very 
few self-respecting men, as Mr. Roosevelt 
says, who are opposed to the law from the 
bottom up, and who, w ithout any equivo­ 
cation, announce their animosity. 
But all 
such frankly and fearlessly say th at they 
believe in the spoils system, in distribut­ 
ing the trophies of war among the victors; 
th at the reward of party is the natural 
and right sequence of victory; th at when 
the people pronounce for a party policy, 
they mean to say th at the men of that 
party only should fill the places of trust. 
For this order of men we have respect, 
but none for the opponents who profess to 
believe that the Government is entitled to 
the best service it can get, but who assail 
the civil service laws and the Commission 
on false pretenses such as Mr. Roosevelt 
refers to. 
These men really want to crush 
the Commission and blot out the law and 
return to the spoils system in its original 
form, but they lack the courage to say so. 
We have watched the course of the Com­ 
mission with interest, under all its changes 
and all administrations, and we are free te 
say that no other revolutionary reform in 
our history has been peaceably pushed 
with greater persistency or with more sub­ 
stantial progress, in the face of such mon­ 
strous obstacles and bitter prejudices, as 
that of civil service reform. 


HALF HOLIDAYS. 


The agitation for a half holiday on Sat­ 
urday has been renewed in Boston. 
It is 
opposed, among others, by a group of busi­ 
ness men, who contend that to give Satur­ 
day half holidays will be to encourage idle­ 
ness, and lead to dissipation, and promote 
waste of time; that we ought to work 
more hours than we d o; that without con­ 
stant work up to the lim it of endurance 
we cannot hope to become rich. 
But is that the only desirable hope to 
entertain in life ? 
Are riches to compen­ 
sate 113 for lives worn out at what should 
be their prime ? 
Is there no gain in the 
enjoyment of the present, iu the society of 
friends and the hours of rest passed in the 
privacy of the home? 
Is it true that the 
wage-earner as a rule spends his leisure in 
dissipation ? 
So far as our observation 
goes, and it has not been superficial or nar­ 
row in its bounds, it is not true. 
If the 
data of the charge were before us, we 
should find the great majority of the arti­ 
sans and other wage-earners spending their 
leisure either at home, or in reasonable and 
commendable recreation, 
or in resorts 
where intelligent sobriety and intellectu­ 
ality are the characteristics of the plRce. 
We are well aware that a deplorably 
large number do spend their leisure in the 
saloon and the corner grocery ; that there 
is a lamentable large number who indulge 
their passions and wreck their income to 
the robbery of their fam ilies; but we as­ 
sert with confidence that of the mechanics 
of California, for instance, and the wage- 
earners in commercial walks, the majority 


are to be found in their leisure wej] em­ 
ployed about their own concern^ or else 
taking unobjectionable recreatio n. 
Labor for coin in America d oes not al­ 
low the wage-earner much relaxation. He 
is compelled to keep abreast, of the hurry 
of the age and the country. 
There is ex­ 
acted of him the output of his best energy 
and his work is the cjost serious feature in 
his lile. 
There is not accorded to him 
any more holidays than he ought to have 
when the half day on Saturday is included. 
Work is not the all in all of life, and the 
wise employer has long since found it out. 
He has discovered that the net result is 
greater benefit to his business if he allows 
reasonable “breathing spells” and a fair 
number of holidays. 
As the New Y'ork 
Star, in taking sides against the Boston 
objectors, well puts it: “Abundant recrea­ 
tion is not only not incompatible with, but 
really contributes to substantial success. 
The new spirit of the age is a desire for 
emancipation from the burdens of life 
we would make work our slave, not our 
master.” 
The truth is th at the modern appliances 
for the accomplishment of labor tasks are 
so many, so wonderful and so generally in­ 
troduced into all localities th a t the worker 
of to-day accomplishes more in the week, 
w ith his half holiday counted out, than 
twenty-five or fifty years ago he could by 
working the entire seven days. 
The com­ 
mercial world fell into th e custom of giv­ 
ing the summer holiday or vacation less 
than forty years ago, but it has not by 
reason of the concession * tillered a particle 
of loss. 
On the contrary, the “outing” 
th at the hard-working employe of trade is 
granted, with rare exceptions, inures to 
the financial benefit of his employer. 
The 
gospel of recreation is one worthy to be 
preached. 
The form th a t recreation shall 
take is a secondary question. 


STANLEY'S PLAIN SPEECH. 


The English voted Stanley the freedom 
of London and gave him the Mayor’s 
charter to do as he pleased for four and 
twenty hours w ithout interference by the 
law, in a casket of gold set with precious 
stones. 
B ut Stanley is level-headed, anil 
was not bribed by the present Into any 
suppression of the truth. In receiving the 
gift he very em phatically told the English 
th at if they intended to do anything 
worth the doing in the m atter of obtain­ 
ing a real foothold in African equatorial 
regions they must act promptly, and not 
be so niggard of money and supplies as in 
the past. 
H e sharply rebuked them for 
not keeping faith w ith their explorers, 
and gave them to understand clearly that 
the treaty with the K ing of Uganda, for 
instance, is a mockery to the British East 
Africa Company, until the power of the 
M ahdi is broken and the lake region at 
the sources of the N ile is wrested from 
the slave 
dealer 
and 
the 
Mahdists. 
This is, of course, a plain hint, one th at is 
unmistakable, th at England should recon­ 
quer the Soudan, and that it can be done 
in a certain way. 
In other words Stanley 
has nearly repeated what he said in Zan­ 
zibar, th at if England will give him the 
backing of money and a few determined 
men, and authority to bind her in treaty 
compacts with black tribes he will enlist 
in her cause, he can crush the M ahdi, re­ 
claim the Soudan and destroy the power 
and the business of the slave dealers. W e 
have confidence in Stanley that he can do 
precisely what he says he can. 
But it is 
extremely doubtful if cautious England 
will be so bold as to join hands with the 


intrepid explorer in the splendid scheme 
he outlines. 
England will temporize, and 
wait, and in the meantime Germany, Italy 
and the Abyssinian ruler w ill take the 
country and divide it.

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MOST STáND TRIAL. 


CHARLES PATBICK HELD TO ANS’JFEE 
FOE 
GAMING. 


J u d g e U u ck ley B o ld s th a t th e M en W ho 


P la y ed A g a in st H im are Not 


A cco m p lices. 


The gam bling cases of A . Ross and 
Charles Patrick were called in the Police 
Court yesterday. 
Hiram Johnson, special 
counsel for the prosecution, stated that he 
had doubts as to whether or not the Police 
Court had jurisdiction to try the case. 
H e 
rather thought it was an exam ination case. 
Mr. Jones, for the defense, said he did 
not wish to argue that question, and would 
leave it to the Court. 
Judge Buckley decided that the defend­ 
ants could only be exam ined by him . 
Mr. Jones then moved that the defend­ 
ants be discharged on the ground that the 
C o u ith a d n o jurisdiction to issue a war­ 
rant on com plaints which were made on 
information and belief. 
Mr. Johnson did not oppose the motion 
and stated that he agreed with Mr. Jones, 
and would also ask that the com plaints be 
dismissed. 
Judge Buckley accordingly discharged 
the defendants. 
Mr. Johnson then stated that he had filed 
a new com plaint against Charles Patrick, 
and wished a warrant issued on it. 
This 
was done, and the trial of Patrick pro­ 
ceeded. 
Mr. Jones asked that all the witnesses 
for the prosecution 
be 
sworn. 
Judge 
Buckley administered the oath to them all 
and then ordered them to remain outside 
the Oourt-room until wanted. 
The tirst \vitnes3 called was H enry Alter; 
H e said he was 21 years of aee, a carpenter 
by occupation, and visited the room over 
the Bank Exchange Saloon, at Second and 
K streets, where a game of faro was being 
run. 
H e went there on the night of May 
14tb. Charles Patrick was dealing the 
game. 
He (Alter) bought $2 worth of 
white checks, received eight of them, and 
played at the game. 
H e won $1 at first, 
and then lost all of his checks. 
Mr. 
Patrick paid bets, and took in tne checks 
lost. 
The witness also stated that he was 
in the same place Saturday night last, and 
also on M onday. 
On the former night 
there were 
about 
seventy-five 
people 
present, and on the latter occasion about 
forty people. 
■‘Were you paid to go tifr e ? ” asked Mr. 
Jone3 of the witness. 
An objection was made, but it was over­ 
ruled, and the wituess replied that \V. W. 
Cone, who was working in the interests of 
the Law and Order League, em ployed him , 
giving him $15 to visit the game and play 
at it. 
H e played and lost two or three 
dollars. 
The witness then went on to ex­ 
plain how the game of faro was played, 
after which he was excused. 
Jos. Southerland and F. W. Warner also 
testitied for the prosecution. 
They had 
visited the faro bank at Second and K 
streets, being requested to do so by W. W. 
Cone, the detective. 
H e gave one of them 
$5 and the other $3 50 to play at the game, 
and each lost. 
They spent on the outside 
som e of the m oney given them. 
A recess was then taken till 1:30 p. m. 


TH E PROSECUTION CLOSES. 
At the opening of the Court in the after­ 
noon Mr. Johuton announced that the 
prosecution would be ready to close after 
placing one more witness on the stand. 
An officer had been sent for him . 
Judge Buckley ordered a recess for a few 
minutes in order to give the witness an 
opportunity to arrive. 
W hen the officer retnrned he said that 
the witness had left the city, and there­ 
upon Mr. Johnson subm itted his case. 
Mr. Jones then moved for the discharge 
of the defendant, on the ground that there 
was not sufficient evidence to warrant a 
conviction, if held for trial. It would have 
to be proven, in order to make out a case, 
that a game of faro had been dealt, and 
that the person charged with the crime 
was either an owner of the game or an em ­ 
ploye of the owner of the game. This had 
not been done. 
Counsel quoted from a decision of Judge 
Baldwin, rendered in 1S59, in a Placer 
county monte case, showing that the nature 
of the game must be tally explained, which 
was uot done, and the prosecution therein 
failed. 
The statute, he said, must be carefully 
construed, and it m ust be shown that the 
person charged was either an owner or his 
em ploye, 
it had not been shown, in this 
case, that Mr. Patrick was either an owner 
or em ploye of the game. 
Further, no ex­ 
pert testim ony had been introduced to 
show that in this case the game of faro 
had been dealt by Mr. Patrick. 
T he mere 
statement of a witness that he saw a game 
of faro played would not be evidence. 
Mr. Jones then scored the witnesses for 
the prosecution, and charged that if their 
testim ony was conclusive they had hired 
them selves out for paltry sum s to commit 
a misdemeanor, for which they would be 
liable to a heavy fine and im prisonm ent. 
Furthermore, the code declare that a per­ 
son conld not be convicted of a misde­ 
meanor on the testim ony of an accom- 
E 
lice and if Cone and the m en whom he 
ired to play faro are not accomplices, he 
did not know what the term meant. 
Mr. Johnson read lrom a Supreme Court 
decision in the case of the People vs. Car­ 
roll, to show that witnesses may prove the 
character of a gam e without being experts. 
The Court was at liberty to determine the 
character of games from the testim ony. If 
the Court should be satisfied on that point, 
there was no recourse left but to hold the 
defendants for trial. 
H e also quoted from another decision, to 
the eflect tnat a defendant, to be guilty, 
need not necessarily be an owner or em ­ 
ploye ; and that the witnesses w ho play at 
a game cannot be made accomplices. 
Mr. Johnson then proceeded to score the 
police department for a condition of things 
which he claimed made it necessary for 
private citizens to undertake the prosecu­ 
tion of persons engaged in breaking the 
gam ing laws. 
It came with poor grace, he 
said, for any gambler, or those who defend 
gambling, to attack the reputation of the 
witnesses for the prosecution. 
Mr. Jones again argued the point that 
none of the witnesses had shown that a 
game of faro had been played by the de­ 
fendant. 
Counsel repeated that the person 
w ho plays at a game of faro is an accom­ 
plice of the man who deals the game, un­ 
der the Code's definition thereof) and held 
that not a witness had been on the stand 
in this case who was not an accomplice ol 
Mr. Patrick, if the latter had committed an 
unlawful act. 
In conclusion, Mr. Jones said he despised 
and loathed the class of creatures who 
could hire them selves out for paltry sums 
to try and induce others to com m it a m is­ 
demeanor. 
If this case should go to a 
higher Court, and the prosecution should 
dare to place upon the witness stand cer­ 
tain persons who are the prime movers in 
the case—who had paid witnesses to com ­ 
mit crim es—he would lay so bare the rec­ 
ords of som e of them that they would go 
forth from the Court-room with the blush 
of sham e upon their calloused features. 
Judge Buckley ruled adversely to the 
points raised by Mr. Jones. 
H e thought 
the evidence had shown that a prohibited 
game had been played at the tím e and 
place nam ed in the com plaint. 
The law 
evidently did not intend that it should be 
necessary to prove that the dealer of a 
game was either an owner or em ploye. To 
conduct such a game he held to be suffi­ 
cient. 
On the point as to whether or not the 
witnesses who played at the game were ac­ 
complices, Judge Buckley said that in his 
opinion they did not come within the 
meaning of the law defining an accom­ 
plice whose testim ony would not be suffi­ 
cient to convict another of crime. 
An ac­ 
complice, he held, m ust be one who con­ 
spires with another in the com m ission of 
an offense. 
The motion for the discharge of the de­ 
fendant was then denied, and the defend­ 
ant held to answer before the Superior 
Court, bail being fixed in the sum of $500.

But if these parties cannot prove that my 
private character w ill not compare with 
theirs, they have no right to go outside of 
the facts to try and besmirch me, when 
they know nothing of my life.”

DEATH OF MRS. ARNOLD. 


M rs. L ucy L. A rn old D ies in W ash in gton 
—A L ovely C h aracter. 
A dispatch received here yesterday con­ 
veyed the sad intelligence that one of the 
most widely known and best beloved of 
Sacramento's 
early citizens had passed 
away. 
Mrs. Lucy Louise Arnold died yesterday 
in W ashington, D. C., at tiie residence of 
her sistér, Mrs. General George B. W ill­ 
iams. 
She has been ill for som e tw o years, 
and her death was not unexpected. 
’ 
Mrs. Arnold leaves one son, DeW itt 
Arnold, a w e ll- k D o w n vcung man in Sac­ 
ramento and who was with his m other 
when she died. 
She was thus ministered 
to in her last hours by a devoted sister and 
an affectionate son. 
Mrs. Arnold was a daughter of the late 
Lauren Upson, for m any years editor of 
this paper, and one of the best known and 
m ost highly esteemed citizens of the earlv 
days of Sacramento. 
She was born in 
Marion, Alabama, and came to Sacramento 
abont the year 1855, where she eoon won 
the admiration and the high and loviDg re­ 
spect of the people. 
For she was not only 
blessed with rare beauty of person, but 
w ith the higher gifts of lovely character, 
an amiable, kindly disposition, a sym pa­ 
thetic Dature that was broad enough for all 
kinds and conditions, and a heart over­ 
flowing with tender regard for her race. 
In 1857. w hile recognized as am ong the 
foremost of the beantifnl vonng wom en of 
California and among those com manding 
greatest respect Dy their active sym pathy 
and true charity, she married John Ar­ 
nold, a prominent merchant of this city, 
aDd then of the firm of Sneath <fc A rnold, 
157 J street. 
Subsequently the firm was 
John Arnold A Co., 95 Front street. 
Mrs. 
Arnold was left a widow som e seventeen 
years ago. 
Prior to that event her family 
removed to San Francisco, but Mrs. Ar­ 
nold always regarded the rem oval as not 
severing her relations with the city of her 
early youth and therefore considered Sacra­ 
m ento her hom e, and here her remains will 
be brought and interred with loviDg regard 
by L. A. Upson, her brother, and a host of 
m ourning friends. 
Said an old citizen of Sacramento yester­ 
day, w ho knew the deceased lady from the 
days 
of her beautiful 
girlhood, 
when 
she 
was 
the 
incarnation 
of 
loveli­ 
ness of character and person: “ I knew 
Lucy 
Arnold 
from 
the 
day 
of 
her 
arrival 
in 
California. 
I 
knew 
when she became wife and mother, and 
watched her course as a leader in society, 
and a benediction of sym pathy and good to 
all the people. 
I never knew a lovelier 
character. She was refined by natn re: 
gentle by birth—loving 
and tender—a 
noble type of wom anhood. She possessed 
the rare art of entertaining to perfection. 
No woman surpassed her in that. 
Her na­ 
tive graces, her warm hum an heart, her 
pure countenance and her w inning m an­ 
ners made her one of the m ost lovable 
women I ever knew . 
I speak of 
her 
warmly, for her memory deserves to be 
embalmed, as it is, in the hearts of a thou­ 
sand loving friends, w ho knew and ad­ 
mired this charming, brilliant and m odest 
wom an.” 
Mrs. Arnold was a consistent living 
Christian ; her exam ple bore testim ony to 
the serenity and compensation of a life of 
gentleness, uprightness, human sym pathy 
and helpfulness. Her charities were many, 
but never ostentatious. 
She delighted to 
give her aid to all good work, and num ­ 
berless instances are recalled in which she 
labored untiringly in aid of public institu­ 
tions and public-spirited m ovem ents, in 
this city and in San Francisco. 
One the most striking traits of Mrs. Ar­ 
nold's character was her 
unselfishness: 
she was free from any taint of that self­ 
regard that leads up to vanity, and vet 
she had the self-esteem that gives birth 
to courage, self-respect, and the desire to

Oa Thursday morning he is said to have 
again brutally heater, his wife on the street 
in front of their house, notwithstanding 
the fact that the poor woman only a few 
weeks ago had undergone the severe ordeal 
ot maternity, and is yet weak and in poor 
health.

This repetition of fiendishness wrs more 
than Mr. Lamb could bear, and he deter­ 
mined to bring Silva to account, even at 
the risk o! personal injury. 
That evening

Only a few weeks ago a man left 
his wife and daughters exposed to the fury 
ol a drunken brute who was 
running 
amuck on I street, w hile he went to the 
police station to have the man arrested, 
only *o be told that he must come down 
the next day and get a warrant for the fel­ 
low s arrest! 
A na now a citizen is turned 
away for the same reason (nobody to issue 
a warrant), w hile a drunken fiend is beat­ 
ing his wife and terrorizing an entire neigh­ 
borhood. 
There should be no hour o f the dav or 
night that a warrant of arrest could not be 
had on the proper showing. 


CAN TH IS BE TR U E?

HOW RANDALL SERVED GRANT. 


T lie C om m anding F o rce ot th e G reat 
D em o cratic L eader. 
I t was while almost exhausted physi­ 
cally from a three-days’ strain that Mr. 
K sndall, by a heroic assertion of leader­ 
ship, put the bill placing General G rant 
on the retired list of the army through 
the House in the last hour of the Forty- 
eighth Congress. 
H e had been without 
sleep for thirty-six hours, attending con­ 
ference meetings and keeping an eye at 
the same time on the situation in the 
House. 
The 
way 
seemed hopelessly 
blocked. 
N othing could lie done except 
unanimous consent, ami there was opposi­ 
tion to the G rant bill on both sides of the 
chamber. 
Mr. Iiandall was an earnest 
advocate of the measure, however, and 
was determined to put it through. 
It was after 11 o’clock, and at 12 the ad­ 
journment sine die was to take place. 
Mr. 
Randall came into the chamber looking 
haggard and unkempt. 
H is hair was in 
disorder, his linen limp, and his general 
appearance that ot a man ready to drop in 
his tracks. 
He called up the Grant bill 
and made a 
brief statement. 
General 
Grant, he said, was d ying : would he dead 
before another Congress met. 
It was the 
last chance to do justice to the great sol­ 
dier, and justice must be done. 
“I do not oppose the Grant bill,” began 
M r. Townshend, of Illinois, who had a 
measure on hand he was trying to pass, 
“ but— ” 
“Then sir,” shouted Mr. Randall, “take 
your b ill out of the way and let the Grant 
hill pass.” 
Mr. Carlisle, who sympathized with the 
movement, came instantly to the rescue, 
put the question, and in a moment the b ill 
was passed, engrossed and started over to 
the Senate. 
Mr. Kandall, all alive with 
anxiety, now lollowed on, aud arrived in 
time to hear the question put in the Sen­ 
ate and the bill declared a law. 
He stood 
well back in the chamber when President 
A rthur’s nomination of ( >rant, which was 
made instantly from the President’s room 
in the Capitol, was read, and he joined like 
a boy in the applause which shook the 
chamber when the nomination was cou- 
firmed, and it was seen that General 
Grant’s wish to die as a member of the 
army would lie gratified. 
Mr. Randall 
then returned to the House, and while the 
multitude outside the building were bail­ 
ing Grover Cleveland as the twenty-sec­ 
ond President of the United States be was 
clearing otf bis desk and preparing to go 
home and enjoy a sound sleep.

h e b o a r d o f t r u s t e e s o f t h e c i t y 
of Sacramento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby determined by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demands tbe improvement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, and 
that to make and carry out said improvement of 
the streets, it will be necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part of.the 'city: that the im­ 
provement of the streets will promote and ad­ 
vance the interests and comfort of said city: 
that the estimated cost of such improvement 
will be 8160,000: that the m anner of improving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is further considered that the 
cost of tbe improvement of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and income of the city provided for such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the citv of 
Sacramento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a newspaper published in tbe city of Sac­ 
ramento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed in conformity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an "Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and Municipal 
Corporations, Incorporated Under the Laws of 
this State.” approved March 19, 1889, calling a 
special election and submitting to the qualified 
electors of the city of Sacramento the proposi­ 
tion of incurring the indebtedness for the par­ 
ióse set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a -lay for ten davs in the 
Daily Bee. a newspaper printed and published 
in the said city of Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose for which the said indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 2, of tbe Act of the Legis­ 
lature of this State, approved March 19, 1869, 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
Section 4. The polling places for said election 
shall be designated in the notice of said special 
election hereafter to be published. 
Section 5. The election shall be held and con­ 
ducted in accordance with the laws of the State 
of California relating to elections. 
Section 6. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.

But two Georgians voted for Lincoln in 
1S60, and only one is left to tell the story. 
That one came to the Constitution office the 
other day—Uncle Billy Bowers—who was 
hung aud burned in effigy, and passed 
through it all with the same serenity that 
now invests him. 
He was a picture of the old time and the 
old fashion—a dome-like head, a broad, 
benevolent face, covered with a white 
beard, a firm mouth, a strong chin and a 
ma-sive jaw that showed strength of will. 
He wore a soft hat with a broad brim, and 
his body of comfortable rotundity was clad 
in gray jeans cut in the old style by 
“Aunt Cltrissy.” 
His voice was strong and deep, but soft 
and well modulated, his firm lips cutting 
ofl each syllable distinctly and slowly, as 
you might cut off a taper with a pair of 
shears. 
He is a minister, a Baptist—no, 
he left that church in 1864, and with his 
followers organized what they call the 
Church of Christ, which uow has a hun­ 
dred or so members in several congrega­ 
tions in Northeast Georgia. 
“And you voted for Lincoln ?” I said, by 
way of beginning.” 
"Yes," lie said, in the same deep, soft 
voice and slow, measured words. 
“I was 
taught from my boyhood that human 
slavery wa- wrong. 
My father was a 
W hig, and in m y young days I committed 
to memory the speeches of Clay aud Web­ 
ster. 
I committed that famous speech 
Daniel Webster delivered in reply to Cal­ 
houn in 1832: it was a speech in defense 
of the Constitution. 
In my earliest boy­ 
hood I memorized the Declaration of l"n- 
dependence, and I was thrilled by the 
opening words of that great instrument, 
‘A ll men are by nature free and equal.' 
“1 favored Fremont, and when Lincoln 
was nominated it was upon a platform 
that agreed with what- I had always be­ 
lieved. 
As McCollum and I rode along I 
said to him, ‘Cyrus, I think I shall vote 
for Mr. Lincoln,’ and after we had talked 
it over he decided he would vote the same 
way. 
"Wheu the election dav came we went 
to our voting precinct and deposited our 
ballots. The managers knew how we voted, 
but very little was said. 
We were not 
molested, but we bad to be prudent. 
Me-, 
Collutn was conscripted aud went to the 
war, where he lost his life. 
Being a min­ 
ister aud opposed to warfare, I was exempt. 
“When the first company left my neigh­ 
borhood for the war thev sent for me" to 
make them a talk. 
I didn’t say anything 
unkind or imprudent, but could not say 
anything encouraging. 
I was not like the 
bloody preachers who told them to go 
anead. 
I told them on the contrary that 
war was a great calamity, and they "would 
find it very diflereut from what they ex­ 
pected. 
“Nothing was said, but when I 
got 
through a relative came to me and said : 
‘You liad better get away as quick as you 
can.’ 
“ ‘What is the matter?’ said I. 
“ ‘W ell. you had better get away.’ 
“I did not run, but I did not loiter. 
That night they erected a gallows. 
They 
thought I would return to preach the next 
day, aud the idea was that they would 
hand me to the gallows. 
Instead of going 
there I went to the branches and filled 
my regular Saturday appointment. 
“Cyrus McCollum went to Carnesville 
a few weeks after he voted for Lincoln 
and the boys got him up and rode him on 
a rail. 
I never suffered any violence, but 
they hung me and burned me in efligv 
once in 1884. 
' 
“I was an elector on the Blaine ticket, 
and made several speeches in my district. 
I had been down to Carnesville "and made 
a speech there: I had spoken at Athens 
and Hartwell and other places, and there 
was no trouble, but when I got down to 
the next appointment it was different. As 
I went in I saw a great ingathering at the 
Court-house, 
and 
pretty 
soon I was 
waited on by a committee who told me it 
was the sense of the people that I should 
not speak there. 
“ ‘ ’Squire,” said I, ‘is that the senti­ 
ment of the whole people, or is it the wish 
of only a faction?’ 
“He said the sentiment was pretty gen­ 
eral. 
“ ‘Very well,’ said I, ‘I have no desire 
to force myself on a community,’ and I 
left without making a speech. 
The night 
after that, I was informed, they h id an 
effigy which they hung and burned. 
“I don’t look upon the thinking people 
of that place as being responsible, because 
they expressed their sincere regret to me 
afterwards. 
I had the names of good 
Democrats on my petition for appointment 
this year as Supervisor of the Census for the 
Second District.”

HE IS A MALIGNE 0 BIRD. 


T h e S ó -C alled S c re e c h O w l M a k e s O ne 
o f th e S w e e te st S o u n d s in N a tu r e . 
Often in the evening, an hour or so 
after sunset, the out-door naturalist may 
hear from the shade of a thick hemlock, 
or from a grove in some ravine, a pro­ 
longed, quavering note, writes Ernest E. 
Thompson in “St. Nicholas.” 
Though 
tinged with melancholy, it is soft aud 
musical, aud it is, indeed, as Lowell says, 
one of the sweetest sounds in nature. And 
yet this is the characteristic note of the 
bird which has trained, for reasons un­ 
known, the unpleasant name of “screech 
owl.” 
This pretty little owl, perhaps the pret­ 
tiest of the family, is but slightly longer 
than a robin, but looks much larger on 
account of the fluffy feathers and large 
head. 
It is found in temperate North 
America, and (,« quite common in tuost of 
the Eastern Slates. 
Generally it lives in 
the woods, but it is fond also of frequent­ 
ing barns, old orchards and groves near 
the water. 
It is very courageous, aud can kill other 
b ird s as large as itself, but usually it preys 
on mice and grasshoppers. 
Its mousing 
abilities are so wonderful that it has been 
aptly named “the feathered cat,” and its 
great yellow eves, ear-like tufts and niglit- 
prowling habits all unite to make the 
name suitable. 
The soft call already described is really 
the love note of this owl. 
It is its song 
just as much as the prolonged chantings 
of any of our common birds are their songs, 
and it will be heard oftenest in the early 
spring, although it is not unusual for this 
owl to sing nearly the whole year round. 
Here, then, we have in this little owl an 
example of bravery, industry and cheerful­ 
ness, and these qualities are shown by the 
very bird, of all others, that is least credited 
with them : for, if names and reputation 
are to count for anything, surely the very 
last bird to which we would look for au 
example of courage anil merriment would 
be an owl, aud, above all, a screech owl. 


HORSE-FLESH FOOD. 


S te a d y In c re a s e in I ts C o n su m p tio n in 
P a ris . 
[From the Boston Advertiser.] 
A curious article in the current number 
of the „Y net” nth Cento.;/ Reciev: deals with 
the use of horse-flesh as food for human 
Wings. 
It appear- that in Paris there has 
1-eeu a steady increase in the consumption 
of horse-flesh during the past fifteen years, 
and that at the present time it amounts to 
about 5 per cent, of the meat consumed 
there by the people. 
In Berlin there are 
more than twenty horse-slaughtering es­ 
tablishments, and the business appears to 
W a paying one. for we are told that the 
Berlin municipality intend taking control 
of the trade, and expect to make there­ 
from a considerable }>rolit. 
In Vienna, 
also, there are regular shops for the sale of 
horse-flesh. 
In France, Germany and 
Austria, iudeed, the trade in this article of 
diet is recognized and regulated by law. 
Italy, too, may be added to the horse- 
eating countries, and it has recently been 
called to public attention that “hippo- 


phagy” is (unconsciously) practised to a 
large extent in England. 
Horses are, it 
seems, slaughtered there in one place aud 
sold as Wet in another. 
Great pains are 
taken to disguise the real character of the 
meat. 
It is sold in small pieces, and since 
the lean 
i- 
less easily 
distinguishable 
from Wet than the fat, the fat is frequently 
removed. 
In some instances, the steps to­ 
ward deception go farther: the fat is not 
merely removed, but beet-fat skewered on 
ia its place. 
Iu Manchester, says our author, large 
quantities are sold at about twenty differ­ 
ent shops, and it is to be presumed that 
the sale is typical of that in other towns, 
which, like this, have a large population 
of poor people. 
It may be readily im­ 
agined that the temptations to sell horse 
flesh of a diseased or otherwise unwhole­ 
some sort is not to be resi-ted by such un­ 
scrupulous dealers as we have desoriWd, 
and, in fact, the evil has become so great 
that at the last session of Parliament a 
bill to regulate the sale of horse-flesh and 
prevent it being palmed oti' on the unsus­ 
pecting buyer as beef or mutton, or, iu 
fact, as anything but what it is. wa< in­ 
troduced. 
We do not suppose that such 
meat is sold for human food in this coun­ 
try, but, perhaps, in view of the -eeret 
and fraudulent WginuitEs of the trade in 
England, and the great harm which it 
may work to the public health if a clan­ 
destine trade of this sort is carried on. it 
would be just as well that a sharp watch 
be kept upon all dealers who iu our large 
cities supply the poorer classes with meat 
lest they take a leaf from the book of 
English deception. 
W hile the best scien­ 
tific authorities are pretty weil agreed that 
food of this sort is healthful when prop­ 
erly obtained, there is need of keeu vigi­ 
lance, wherever the practice of slaughter­ 
ing horses for the table prevails, to pre­ 
vent the use for the purpose of unfit 
animals.

am ount to $10,000 bonds for each and every 
national bank, 
provided the voluntary 
w ithdrawal of bonds for the retirem ent of 
national bank notes shall not exceed the 
sum of j t '.'00,000 in any one month, w ith­ 
out the approval and consent of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury; and further provided, 
that this Act shail apply to deposits of 
bonds which may be required by the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury to secure deposits of 
public moneys in national banks. On sur­ 
render by a natiouai bank of any suni of 
its circulating notes by required deposit of 
law iul money with the Treasurer for their 
redemption, the entire liability of the bank 
for its said surrendered notes shall utterly 
cease, and they shall be redeemed by the 
Treasurer and destroyed in lieu of lawful 
money heretofore set apart for the redem p­ 
tion of surrendered notes of national banks, 
am ounting to the entire sum unredeemed 
of the said surrendered notes.

R o m a n P ig o f L e a d . 
A genuine Roman pig of lead has re­ 
cently been discovered at South Cave, iu 
East Yorkshire. 
The pig weighs nearly 
one hundred and forty pounds, and it was 
found about two miles uorth of the H um ­ 
ber, close to where the great ferry (Trans- 
itus Maximus) of the Roman road called 
Erm ine street crossed from Lincolnshire 
to Yorkshire. 
The road ran from London 
to York and the north by way of Cam­ 
bridge, Peterborough and Lincoln. 
The 
inscription on it has been deciphered to 
mean : “ The lead of Caius Julius Protns; 
from the mine of Lutiuho, in B ritain, the 
silver lias been extracted.” 


The adoption of steel ties in place of 
wooden ones seems to be one of the coming 
reforms in railroad building in this coun­ 
try. 
The Delaware and Hudson Company 
has decided to lay sections of this descrip­ 
tion, and it is expected that other roads 
will follow suit.
